AxIngExtovs Device, —An ingenious
French deviee for removing water
produced by the condensatioz  of
steam in pipes, is among the receat in-
ventious, and consists of an entrancs
pipe, an exit pije for the water, and
a flout balineed by o counter weight
and resting on the surfuace of water
which accumulates in the lower part
of the vesscel. The action of the me-
chanism is entirely automatie.  As the
foat is raised by the aldition of water,
a pinion on the shaft, on which its rod
turns, engaging in a rack, elevates a
slide valve, nnd so opens the esenpe
orifice. The water then flows out un-
til the flout fulls luw enouzh to shut
the valve once more. It is suggested
that o device of this kind, attached to
the steam-heating apparatius of a
building, would doubtless prevent that
disagreeable clacking and hammer-
ing due to the water forming in the
pipes, and the consequent injury
to the latter arising from repeated
atrains.

UTILIZATION OF 'WASTE ‘THREAD.—
‘The utilization of waste thread in the
menufacture of textile fabrics is now
completely effocted, it is said, by a
foreign (device recently introduced,
The object is accomplished by simply
returning the waste threads to the
condensing carding engines by means
of mechanism, the greater part of
which is attached to one of the sarib-
blers in preference to the last. Over
the end of the carding-engine rollers
ave lixed, over which rollers the waste
thread from one side of the engine is
conducted to the other side, and the
threands from the two sides of the en:

TURKEY'S NAVAL STRENGLEH,

The military contributor of the
Cologne Gazelte observes, in an arti-
cle on the naviés of the Mediterra
oean, that by far the strongest navnd

power on that sea is Turkey.  All the
onclads of her fleet are of recent con
truction, and most of them have
come from the best English shlp-
builders; the German ironclad Konig
Wilhelm wos  originally built for the
Turkish Government. The plates of
tho Turkish ironclads are from 51-2 to
8 inches thick (two of the casemato
ships have 9-inch plates), and they are
armed with 8-inch and 9-inch Wool-
wich - muzle-loaders, and  Krupg
breech-loaders, Tarkey has four
Ironclad frigates of 3,050 horse
powerand 64 guns, six casemate ships
euch of 700 horse power and 5 guns,
and three turret-ships of 1,200 horse
power and 11 guns, making in all fif
teen ironclads with 9,260 horse powes
and 116 gurs. To these should be
added threc ironclad gunboats of 240
borse power and six guns on the
Danube, and two ironclad gunboats
on the Lake of Scutarl, each with 60
horse pewerand two guns. 'The screw
ships are also for the most part well
built and equipped. They consist of
four ships of the line, thirtecn frigntes
and corvettes, twenty-two avisos, and
twenty-seven gunboats and coasting
vessels, besides 101 transport ships,
all large and mostly well armed. The
actual strength of the available fleet
of Russia on the Black Secua cannot at
present .be aceurately estimated, but
the writer thinks there can be no
doubt that it is far inferior to that of
the Turkish fleet, Austrin has four
ironclad casemate ships of 3,600 horso
power and G0 guns, and seven iron-
elad frigetes of 4,050 horse power and
980 guns. ‘Three of these ships, how-
ever, are now being rebuilt, and most
of the others do not fulfill the require-
ments of modern naval warfare, either
as rogards the thicknessof their plates
or the calibre of their guns. This re-
mark applies even moreto the Italian
ironclad ships, several of ; which are to
be sold by auction this month, in or-
der to obtain funds for constructing
new ones more sultable to modern re-
quirements,

Wasiixaror, Seplewber 26,—-) udge
W Q. Greshnm, pustimnster-geacral, res
ceived n telegram from the president af-
ter 11 o'elock last night informing him
of his appeintment to the seerctaryship
of the treasuey,  Ye immediately quul-
ificd and sent to the president his resis-
nation as postmaster-general. At ten
o'clock this morning Mr. Gresham went
to the treasury department with Secre-
tary Chundler.  Hlis designation from
the president as given to him by Mr. O,
L. Pender, assistant private seerelary to
the president, and his commission” by
the third assistantsecretary of state, A.
A. Adee. The two assistant seeretaries
of the treasury, French and Coon, were
preseiat and tendered him their congrat-
ulations.  The new sceeretary will leave
hiere this afternoon to zonsult with the
president.  Unaer the law the first as-
sistant postinnster-general, Hatton, be-
comes acting postmaster-general for ten
days.

The president to-duy desiznated ns-
sistant seeretary Coon to nctas seeroti-
ry of the treasury during the absence
or sickness at any time of seeretary
Gresham.
